would not be the target for attacks 
if recommendations of toe county 
grand jury were carried out last 
year, the grand jury believes. 
Supervisor William Q. Wright, 
called to testify at the special ses­ 
sion of the jury to investigate the 
county fire department, said: 
“I was told by toe jury that it had 
made s p e c i f i c recommendations 
about the fire department on May 
26. Those recommendations were 
made to the board of supervisors and 
I was told that if they had been 
put into effect, the fire department 
wouldn’t be accused of certain things 
now.” 
The “certain things” he was re­ 
fer! ng to were accusations contained 
in an editorial appearing in the 
Fairfax Times, a weekly newspaper. 
In the editorial, the fire depart­ 
ment has been accused of making 
late and delayed responses to fires. 
"We were told that the jury rec­ 
ommended passage of a Marin 
county fire ordinance which would 
obligate the fire department to an­ 
swer only calls for ¿»rest, brush and 
grass 
fires,” 
Supervisor 
William 
Kehoe pointed out as he testified. 
"In this way the department 
would not be compelled to answer 
structure fires. Of course, they would 
go if they had the equipment and 
would not endanger another fire by 
answering a call to a house fire.” 
Kehoe also explained the super­ 
visors were aware of the recom­ 
mendations, but they were still col­ 
lecting information for a fire ordin­ 
ance. 
"It's just about ready to go,” he 
said. 
The special session of the grand 
jury was called when Kehoe asked 
for an investigation of the fire de­ 
partment. 
The supervisor denied the fire 
department waa late in responding 
to calls and refused to admit there 
was ill-feelings among the personnel 
of the department. 
“Furthermore,” he said, "toe jury 
told me I could sue to*, newspaper 
publisher if these unfair attacks 
were not stopped immediately. And 
I will, as an individual, sue him,” 
Len Phillip*, publisher of toe 
Fairfax Times, appeared before the 
jury but did not disclose the nature 
of questions asked him or his testi­ 
mony. 
Mrs. Carmel Booth, also »critic of 
toe manner in which supervisors 
handle the county fire department, 
was subpo«med to appear before toe 
jury, but was excused today because 
of the illness of her mother. 
Charles Retlley, chief county fire 
warden, told toe jury his department 
“was organised mainly to fight grass 
and brush fires and to protect water 
sheds. 
"You can tell from our power 
pumps and grading equipment,” 
Reilley said, ‘‘that we’re not equip­ 
ped to fight house fires.”

At one time he held posts as mayor 
of Mill Valley, bridge director and supervisor 
all at once, A court ruling ended this triple 
responsibility. But there's more to that story. 


It was at the time Mill Valley commuters and 
their 
the Greyhound company were having 
worn battle, Bagshaw was spearheading a move 
for a municipal bus system for Mill Valley. It 
came to a showdown; the voters approved dty 
owrership and the city council faced a final 
vote. The five members were split 2 to 2 until 
Bagshaw cast the deciding vote in favor of a 
bond issue to finance a bus line. Although 
schedules were worked out and buses actually 
ordered, an agreement eventually was reached 
with Greyhound. Those bonds still lie in the 
safe of the city of Mil! Valley, ready for sale if 
tbe dty so deddes. They are one reason the 
town has one of the best commuting schedules 
in the county. 


Losers In the bus fight, however, objected 
strongly to Bagshaw’s capacity as both counril- 
man and supervisor. They filed suit to force 
him to serve only the city or the county, They 
won and Bagshaw became a county supervisor 
only. 


Bom in Wales at the turn of the century, 


Bagshaw* came with his mother to Mill Valley 
when he was 3 years old. Educated in Mill 
\ alley schools, he has lived there ever since. 
During his 14 years on the board, the county 
probably has grown more than in all the other 
85 years of its history. All of the members dur­ 
ing that time faced tremendous problems, as 
they do now. 
There have been many major accomplish­ 
ments under his leadership. He wcr.i to Wash­ 
ington and w as largely responsible for the elim­ 
ination of the ammunition dump constructed 
by the army at California City. He has been 
extremely active in the fight for better roads in 
the county and has appeared on numerous 
occasions before the highway commission and 
other agencies to his end. He was among early 
advocates of constiu :ti©n of the San Rafael- 
Richmond bridge and has fought, and is still 
fighting, for its construction. 
He is an ardent advocate of conservation and 
of public beaches and parks, for which he 
fought. 
On other fronts he organ!red the first Com­ 
munity Chest in the county and headed it its 
first two years. He was head of Civilian De­ 
fense during the war and is active in Redwood 
Empire association and State Supervisors asso­ 
ciation activities. 
For several years in the late 1940s he owned 
and published the Marin Journal, Until a year 
ago he was in the importing business in San 
Francisco. He sold his business then and has 
"no immediate plans’* for the future. 
In losing Fred Bagshaw the county loses a 
competent, sincere and honest public official. 
Marin citizens, we are sure, join us in thanking 
him for the many things he has done in the past 
and wishing him the best of luck in whatever 
he undertakes in the future.

basically innocuous political party when it was 
taken over by Hitler, Then the very name of 
the party became synonymous with contrary 
credos. The fundamental appeal of socialism 
has not been silenced in Germany, any more 
than in England or France. There are socialism 
advocates here in Marin, respected and earnest 
people. 
When socialists turn red or even pinkish they 
become dangerous. Hitler muscled into the 
German socialist party as a ready organization. 
Note what he did to it!

SACRAMENTO CONS) — A new 
and undoubtedly controversial is­ 
sue has developed during the past 
few days which, if presented to the 
state legislature, bids fair to create 
some interesting development in 
the field of unemployment insur­ 
ance taxes. 
This is a probable proposal to 
revise the so-called ’merit rating* 
provisions of the law, to provide 
that all business shall pay at least 
a small portion of the tax used 
to make payments to the state’s 
trdempfoyed. 
Under the present tmemploy- 
ment insurance laws, an employer 
who earns a merit rating, that is, 
who holds his reserve funds de­ 
posited .with the unemployment in­ 
surance fund up to certain per­ 
cents of his average payroll, can 
provide himself with enough of a 
reserve to earn & ‘zero’ rating. This 
means that he pays no unemploy­ 
ment insurance tax at all.

FOR THE PAST couple of years, 
ao employer has had a zero rating 
by reason of the fact that the total 
fund dropped below a certain per­ 
centage of the total wages paid 
and the original merit rates were 
applied.

Second, they watch carefully all 
of the claims filed by their ex­ 
employees. Through protests to 
claims they feel are not justified, 
sometimes they avoid having their 
reserve accounts charged with the 
amount of toe benefits paid. 


HOWEVER, toe employers who 
benefit are those who normally 
provide 
continuous 
employment 
anyhow, and who have a smaller 
percentage of turnover than do 
employers in other fields. For in­ 
stance, the concerns which benefit 
primarily are the public utilities, 
such as the telephone companies. 
Another group which will benefit 
are the large aviation manufactur­ 
ing concerns of Southern Califor­ 
nia, which have built up huge re­ 
serves as toe result of increased 
defense employment, and conse­ 
quently, can qualify for the aero 
rate. 
But as is pointed out by other 
employers, the aviation concerns 
will be the first to have their re­ 
serves depleted when and if there 
is a let-down in this type of em­ 
ployment.

PCC ON RECORD 
The PCC already is on record as 
inviting the Big Ten to renew the 
contract and has set June 5, 1953, 
as the deadline for acceptance or 
rejection. The Big Ten is not ex­ 
pected to consider the proposal 
until after the NCAA convention is 
ended in Washington, D.C., later 
this week. 
While the school presidents take 
no direct action on this pact, they 
carry a lot of weight on which the 
faculty representatives will vote. 
After the subject of the Rose 
Bowl was brought up, postseason 
games in general were discussed 
“We were hopelessly divided on 
what should be done about post­ 
season games,” said Dr. Robert 
Gordon Sproul, president of the 
University of California. “Many, 
including some of the leaders from 
the PCC schools, think that bowl 
gam« should be banned; others 
believe they should be continued on 
their 
present basis; 
while still 
others wanted them continued, but 
under different conditions.” 
Dr. Sproul said his. position on 
the Rose Bowl was like this: 
“As things now s t a n d . I’m in 
favor of the Rose Bowl continuance, 
unless there is a ban on post­ 
season games. Then my judgment 
could be changed,” 
The two organizations were di­ 
vided on how television of football 
games should be handled. The Big 
Ten wants it handled strictly on a 
regional basis; while the PCC fa­ 
vor ed the present plan of a national 
game—with restrictions. The PCG 
presidents want the PCC to have a 
voice in selection of the national 
game, and they want the right to 
televise a local game without per­ 
mission from the NCAA.

Arkansas offers “Land of Oppor­ 
tunity,” and Kansas wants everyone 
to know it's the “Wheat State,” 
Colorado uses the word “Colorful ’ 
and Arizona tells of its natural won­ 
ders with the inscription “Grand 
Canyon State.” 
Both Wisconsin and Georgia point 
up their produce. Wisconsin with 
“America’s Dairyland,” and Georgia 
with the “Peach State.” 
Minnesota and Florida stress the 
vacation theme, Minnesota uses 
“10,090 Lakes” on its license plates 
and Florida notes it’s the “Sunshine 
State.” 
Ohio uses “1803-1953” to commem­ 
orate its sesquicentennial. and New 
York uses “The Empire State.” 
WHITE AND BLACK LEADS 
Romantic Louisiana uses a pelican 
on its plates and New Mexico a 
bursting sun. South Dakota uses 
“Mount Rushmore Memorial" and 
Kentucky asks everyone to “Tour 
Kentucky.” 
Nevada, “The Silver State,” oddly 
enough, uses gold numbers on its 
license plates. 
The DAV report shows that one- 
fourth of the states will issue 1953 


plates with white numerals on 
black background or black numerals 
on a white background. Twelve 
states will not issue new plates in 
1953, but will revalidate the current 
licenses either by clip, tab or sticker. 
Several states have indicated they 
will continue to issue only one plate 
because of material shortages. 
Using past averages *as a guide, 
California will probably lead in the 
number of registrations and Nevada 
will have the least.

Early Operation Is Advised 
For Brain Hemorrhage In Baby 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MU. 
Brain hemorrhage, which takes 
the life of many infants, can some­ 
times be detected and corrected in 
time to save the child. 
This type of bleeding can occa­ 
sionally be traced to birth condi­ 
tions ¿uch aa a difficult delivery of 
the baby, or too rapid delivery. 
Sometimes the cause is a deficiency 
in blood clotting that increases the 
tendency toward hemorrhage. A 
deficiency of vitamin K or O may 
be at fault. 
Premature infants have a greater 
tendency towards brain hemor- 
hage than do full-term babies, 


j SUBDURAL HEMORRHAGE 
The brain is covered by three 
membranes, the 
layer being 
called the dura, frequently hemor­ 
rhage occurs between this mem­ 
brane and the brain. This type of 
hemorrhage is known as subdural 
hemorrhage. It is more common in 
infants than It was* once thought to 
be. 
In most cases, nothing seems to 
be wrong with these children tar 
the first two or three months of

OPERATION IMPORTANT 
A Mood dot beneath the dura can 
be removed by an operation. This 
is very important since the brain 
is almost completely matured 
by 
tht end of the first year, and any 
disorder such as a subdural dot, 
which might impede its growth, 
could have lasting effects on the 
child’s intelligence. 
The earlier this disease is cor­ 
rected, the better an outlook the in­ 
fant has for a normal life. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N. A.: I am 41 and my noee is be­ 
coming gradually larger. It is form­ 
ing lumps and looks somewhat pur­ 
plish. I do not drink. What can I 
do for It? 
Answer: It would seem from your 
description that you are suffering 
from rhinophyma of the nose, which 
is due to a disorder of tht Ml glands 
of the noee.

Tips On Winter Tans 


For Sunlamp Bathers 


By BETTY CLARKE 
Winter suntans are easy to come by. You live with the sunshine or 
move to the warm climate if you can afford it. And if not you take your 
choice of sun lamps. 
Whatever your plans, include In them a chance to get acquainted 
with sunbathing rules you'll need to get a beautiful, healthful tan without 
exposing yourself to the dangers m *-------------- -------------- ----------------- 
painful sunburn and Misters. Here 
are some facts which should be help­ 
ful. 
SUNLAMP BATHING 
t The ultra violet (or tanning 
rays) from a sunlamp are far more 
concentrated than the natural rays 
of the sun. Hence, bathing with a 
sunlamp, though as effective, per­ 
haps, should be done far more cau­ 
tiously. 
2. Be sure to follow directions you 
receive when you purchase your sun­ 
lamp, particularly those telling how 
far you should be from the lamp 
when it is in use. 
3. Cover exposed areas of the skin 
with a good suntan lotion so that 
just enough ultra violet rays pene­ 
trate through to your skin. In this 
way you will prevent painful bums 
and unnecessary peeling while ac­ 
quiring a smooth, even tan. 
4. Pick a non-oily suntan lotion 
so that you prevent unsightly greasy 
stains from spoiling clothing or 
furniture. A good non-greasy lotion 
is just as effective as an oily one, 
5. Cover your eyes with cotton 
pads dampened with eye lotion or 
witch hazel or wear sun glasses to 


protect your eyes and the sensitive 
areas around them. 
6. Follow timing instructions ‘ap­ 
plying to your lamp. 
Setting an 
alarm clock is the easiest and sur­ 
est way. Many a third degree bum 
has resulted from someone falling 
asleep under a sunlamp. 
SUNBATHING AT SEA 
If you are going to get your win­ 
ter tan on the sundeck of a cruise 
ship, there are other special factors 
to be considered If you would ac­ 
quire a good tan* without discom­ 
fort. All are based on the radiation 
of the sun’s ultra violet rays. Ra­ 
diation is reflected by water as well 
as sand and ice. Reflected radiation 
is just as potent, just as menacing 
to the skin, as direct radiation, ac­ 
cording to skin specialists. 
Parasols and deck awnings, though 
offering protection against 
direct 
radiation, offer little if any against 
reflected radiation. The long visored 
caps commonly worn by fishermen 
protect against direct radiation, but 
n ot against reflected radiation. 
Most skin is more seiisitive to pain­ 
ful burns than dry skin. Hence the 
skin burns more quickly at sea than 
on land. Suntan lotion should be 
used on board ship as frequently as 
it is used on shore. 
SUNBATHING AT THE BEACH 
When you are near the water in 
an area unprotected by trees, you 
must protect your skin with a good 
suntan preparation. But, unlike sun- 
bathers we have mentioned, you can 
stay in the sun far longer. If you 
use a good suntan lotion, following 
directions carefully, you can sun­ 
bathe with safety for several hours 
at a time without fear of painful 
bums or blisters.
